Scoring leose methods used by the 
general assembly in passing appro- 
priation bills on the last night of 
the seasion, Governor Walker issued 
a statement Tuesday in connection 
with his action Monday night in veto- 
ing several money measures on the 
grounds that they were passed uncon- 
stitutionally. In his statement, the 
governor declares there was no fraud 
connected with the passage of the 
papers, but lays the blame on the 
“sorry system of operations on de- 
ficiencies into which the general gov- 
ernment has fallen.” 

“IT sincerely believe that ont of 
this situation will come a light to 
clarify the confusion of the past and 
outline the course we should follow 
in the future,” the governor said. 

The chief executive did not veto 
the original appropriation bills, his 
official) ax affecting only senate 
amendments. Lhe amendments, af- 
fecting various agricultural colleges 
and other state institutions, were ve- 
toed hy tae governor, it was pointed 
out, because they were illegally 
passed, insofar as they were con- 
curred in by the house without a roll 
eall vote. It was contended that a 
number were unconstitutional because 
they were in reality separate appro- 
priation bills. 

Governor’s Statement. 

Following is the statement of Goy- 
ernor Walker: 

“The significant feature of the can- 
vass of the state by the tax commis- 
sion last year was the unanimity with 
which business men everywhere ac- 
cepted the suggestion of tax reform 
involving material increases in taxes 
on intenatinie property provided busi- 
ness methods were employed in the 
expenditure of the income of the 
state. 

“In perfect accord with this senti- 
ment, L have exerted every possible 
effort to impress the general assembly 
and the people with the conviction 
that substantial progress in Georgia 
is dependent upon a fair distribution 
of tax burdens and that such reforms 
will not be realized until the people 
are convinced that the affairs of state 
will be handled in an economic, sys- 
tematic and business-like manner.

nor has called attention to the grow- 
ing tendency of the general assembly 


to appropriate money from the treas- 
ury without proper consideration . of 
the income of the state. Resting un- 
der the assumed safeguard of the con- 
stitutional limitation of five mills 
upon ad valorem taxes, little regard 
for the warning of overdrafts and 
deficiencies has been manifested. In- 
deed, we have develope into a sorry 
system of operations on deficiencies 
with no checks or limitations. 
System Reaches Climax. 

“Lump sum appropriations § are 
made with no detail, no program, no 
budget. The system reached a climax 
in the later development by which 
riders are attached to perfectly legal 
and worthy causes under considera- 
tion in the regular and constitutional 
process of legislation—riders not prop- 
erly considered by appropriations com- 
mittees, not standing on their own 
bottoms in separate bills, not = ap- 
proved by a constitutional affirmative 
vote on roll call, violative of the very 
spirit of the constitution. These 
riders flourish on the confusion and 
excitement of the closing night of the 
session. Surely on reflection even the 
beneficiaries of such riders will not 
seek to sustain such a travesty on 
legislation as an appropriation agreed 
t without a record vote after mid- 
night of the last night of the session 
when two-thirds of the representa- 
tives of the people have returned to 
their homes. 

“Tl am glad to be able to aftest no 
indication of fraud in the subjects now 
before us. The chairman and mem- 
bers of the appropriations committees 
have manifested the worthiest respect 
for the constitution and have protested 
against encroachment upon the safe- 
guards of the fundamental law. 

Real Emergencies. 

“Some of the sums appropriated 
covered real emergencies. But we can 
hope for real progress only through 
orderly processes and I have without 
hesitation, though with serious con- 
eern and grave reluctance as to the 
application in some instances, vetoed 
every item of appropriations not meas- 
uring up to the spirit of the constitu-

“ON STATE HIGHWAYS 


A total of 1,440 bridges, each having 
a length of over- 20 feet, are comprised 


highways throughout Georgia, the 
combined length of these bridges be- 
ing 180,000 lineal feet, according to 
figures given by the state highway 
department. These figures and facts 
tend to show the remarkable progress 
that has been accomplished in bridge 
construction on the state highway sys- 


tem since the organzation of the de- 
partment. 

Since the organization of the Geor- 
gia state highway department a total 
of 540 old bridges have been 
reconstructed with a combined length 
of 89.815 feet. Were the total length 
of bridges on the state highway sys- 
tem placed end to end they would 
constitute an enormous bridge which 


to Griffin. Then agan, if the new 
bridges already constructed by the de- 
partment were placed end to end they 
would stretch from Atlanta to Jones- 
boro. The new construction represents 
practically one-half of the total 
length of bridges on the state _high- 
way system. 
Many Projects. 

For a greater convenience, al) of 
this huge amount of construction work 
has been divided ‘into projects and 
each project has one or more bridges. 
Up to August 1, a total of 270 pro}- 
ects have been constructed which in- 
clude one or more bridges each. Of 
these 270 projects, 188 _ inculde 
only concrete or _ steel bridges, 
with a combined length of 72,352 
Jineal feet. Thirty-eight of the proj- 
ects include one or wmore timber 
bridges with the combined length of 
17,483 lineal feet. 

Approximately SO per cent of all 
the bridges constructed by ..e depart- 
ment have been of concrete or steel. 
A large number of new timber bridges 
are of creosote material which will 
last from twenty to thirty years. More 
than 90 per cent of the bridge work 
which has been constructed by the 
state highway department can be con- 
sidered as permanent. 

At the present date _ thirty-two 
bridge projects are under construe- 
tion with a combined length of 20,027 
lineal feet. Of this total length, 
12.110 lineal feet is of concrete or 
steel, and 7.917 lineal feet is of creo- 
soted timber qr cypress.

New York, August 19.—Julie Rein- 


ardt, whose name once blazed in

x, is dying, neglected, forgotten and 
Imost alone. 

She is disappointed that her life 
hould end thus, but «he is not re- 
ntful.

Julie Reinhardt’s ailment has gone 
oo far, now that she has been dis- 
overed in her poverty. Although ev- 
ry producer, every thousand-dollar-a 
yeek dancing flapper on BroaJway 
hould rush to help her with the best 
physicians in town, Julie can’t be 
ved. She expects to live no more 
han a week. There is a practical 
urse at her side in a small apartment 
na not very modern house on West 
Thirty-seventh street, hired by a few 


old friends of her glory years. A year 
ago, the wealthy ones might have been 
able to help. Now nobody can help 
much. 

Julie Reinhardt was with David 
Warfield in “The Auctioneer” so long 
ago that the programs of the pro- 
ductions will soon be fit for framiag 
on green-room walls as relics of the 
past. She was with Jane Cow] when 
Jane was just out of stock and making 
her first challenge to fam>. In the days 
when women were marching and orating 
from street-corner soap-boxes under 
kerosene flares, to emphasize their de- 
mand for the vote, Julie Reinhardt 
marched and orated.

“THE BRYAN ACCEPTANCE. 


The addressof Governor Charles 
W. Bryan, formally accepting the 
democratic aomination for vice 
president, was strong and forceful} 
in most particulars. In one or two 
paragraphs, however, his well- 
known ultra-‘‘progressive’ tenden- 
cies swept him into expressions that 
sounded very much like extracts 
from the speeches of La Follette, or 
others of the radical senate group. 

He made no especial indictment, 
except in a generai way, of the re- 
publican party for its. record of 
official corruption, and _  cross- 
angled administration of the 
nation’s affairs. Perhaps he felt 
that this had been so admirably 
done by the head of the ticket that 
it would be a waste of good time 
that he could employ in other di- 
rections. He devoted much of his 
address to the needs of the farmers 
and the wage-earners—a strong ap- 
peal for the farm and the labor 
vote. What he said was good, gen- 
erally speaking, but in some of his 
recommendations he was vague 
enough to leave a doubt as to Just 
how he expected certain cherished 
accomplishments to be brought 
about. 

To illustrate, he advocated “an 
export marketing corporation or 
commission,” but whether it is his 
plan that such a scheme should be 
government operated was not dis-/ 
closed. One would presume that 
he so meant, and certainly no more 
radical suggestion could be made, 
or one more in restraint of legiti- 
mate trading on the supply and de- 
mand basis that must always be 
the fundamental of merchandising, 
whether by the farmer or the man- 
ufacturer or the merchant. 

Truer words were never spoken 
than the following:

“The relief plan provided by the 
republicans, which increased the im- 
port duty on wheat, although the 
farmers were exporters of grain, has 
added to the farmer’s knowledge of 
the workings of the protective tariff. 
Pretended relief measures provided by 
the republican administration for loan- 
ing the farmer money at high interest 

rates, with a commission paid to mid- 
dle men for making the loans, ha« en- 
couraged the farmer to go still deeper 
into debt and has made his final 
downfall more certain in the end. 

“The democratic party has proven 
itself to be the friend of the farmer 
in the past, and the platform adopted 
in the recent national democratic 
convention provides for the most com- 
plete and practical relief for the 
farmer that any political party or or- 
ganization has ever conceived. The | 
farmer needs the high ‘ariff rates re- 
duced so as to enable him to buy in 
a competitive market at home and to 
remove tle restrictions which have in- 
juriously affected the foreign market 
in which he sells his surplus products. 
He needs the support of the federal 
reserve system as it was intended by 
the democratic party, which framed 
the bill, and he needs relief from 
the deflation policy of the republican 
party which is largely responsible for 
the farmer’s distress.” 

In this Governor Bryan went to 
the heart of the farmers’ troubles 
with the one exception that he 
might have mentioned the closing 
or inactivity of the foreign markets, 
due to lack of American interna- 
tional cooperation, which markets 
must absorb at least 40 per cent of 
American production in order to 
‘maintain an economically sane and 
sound balance of trade. His ad- 
vocacy of cooperative marketinz, 
development of deep water inland 
routes, lower rates, etc., were sound 
and in strict obedience to the tenets 
of the party platform. His advocacy 
of the development of Muscle 
Shoals for the manufacture of cheap 


wkere, but any fntimation that its 
commercial operation should be by 
the government will be regarded as 
radical in tendency. Whether Gov- 


ernor Bryan so meant fs not clear. 
Certainly, however, any contract of 
this nature should be under strict 
government regulation. 

Again the vice presidential candi- 
date said: 


“The democratic party believes that 
the nation should retain title to its 
water-power sites, and favors the ex- 
peditious creation and development 
of our water power for the use of 
our citizens. If the water-power 
sites of the country were allowed to 
pass into the hands of great combi- 
nations of capital,, the people would 
pass under a yoke of servitude n re 
galling, if possible, than any foreign 
landlord system.” 

It is difficult to understand here 
just what Governor Bryan meant. 
The greatest natural resources this 
country has is its undeveloped 
water-power. Industry follows 
hydro-electric development. Such 
developments are under strict gov- 
ernment regulation, as provided in 
the national water-power act. 

There is a wide gulf between the 
meaning of “regulation” and ‘“‘con- 
trol.” If he means federal ‘‘owner- 
ship and operation” by the phrase 
“control,” this will again be attack- 
ed as an extremely radical thought. 
Perhaps he does not mean this, for 
later on he said: 


“Municipal and state governments 
should not, in my opinion, engage in 
competition with legitimate p_ ate 
business, but when private monopoly 
defies the legally constituted author- 
ities, or when government officials 
become corrupt and the federal gov- 
ernment fails to function for the pro- 
tection and welfare of the masses, it 
becomes necessary for the state and 
municipal governments to- use all the 
means at their command to p:.vent 
impositions upon the public, or the 
result in the community and state will 
be I. W. W.’s, bolsheviks and 
anarchy.” 

All of which is very true, but it 
is the purpose of the democratic 
party, if it gets control of govern- 
ment, to “function for the protec- 
tion and welfare of the masses,” as 
it did during the 16 years of exe- 
cutive administrations since the 
sivil war, under both Presidents 
Cleveland and Wilson. 

The federal regulations of all the 
natural resources of this nation 
should be so sensible and so rigidly 
enforced that private monopolies 
can not exist, and to that end there 
should be no “defiance.” 

While Governor Bryan made. a 
studied effort to steer clear of any 
direct, or even indirect, advocacy of 
“vovernment ownerships,” it is very 
clear that personally there is a 
tendency of mind and heart that 
runs in that direction. It could not 
be disguised in his address. 

The candidate sounded a great 
truth when he said: 


“The buying of immunities, the is- 
suing of permits, the hoisting of tariff 
schedules and the granting of govern- 
ment oil leases in return for campaign 
contributions, must be uprooted and 
destroyed forever if this government 
is to endure. Men must be selected 
for publie positions on account of 
their honesty and ability, and not on 
account of their wealth, their social 
qualities or their political strategy.”

New York, August 19.—Harlem’s 
black belt lost its biggest high flier in 
the death of Barron D. Wilkins. He 
was loved and despised by the people 
of that section. He was pistoled a 
block from his famous Exclusive club 
by “Yellow” Charleston, who runs a 
25-cent cellar crap game. 

To Barron Wilkins’ place came the 
flow and wash of all Manhattan's 
raciest night life ultimately. The 
“Barron” was always there to nod and 
bow and boom with pleasure to see 
the crowds come. Other “black and 


tans,” were closed after prohibition 
but Wilkins seemed immune from ar- 


rest. 

All Harleth flocked to bask in Jack

Far up on the Grand Concourse is 
one of the most unique institutions in 
New York.

It is the 
gift of Andrew Freedman, capitalist 
and baseball magnate. 

It is non-sectarian and is operated

The structure is of gray limestone 
and is four stories high. It contains 
‘forty-eight bedrooms. There is a 
large community library, a stately liv- 
ing room, a Chinese dining room and 
an inviting card room. 


Second averiue is the white way of 
the East Side. ‘There are a dozen 
theaters there. There are French, 
Italian, Russian, Chinese, Japanese 
and vegetarian cafes—with bills-of- 
fare ranging from borsch to chop suey, 
teremok to kreplach or fettucini. 

There are book shops full of the 
gay bindings of Russian and old wom- 
en who sell potato chips hot from a 
cauldron of boiling grease, just as they 
do all night long at the Fontaine des 
Innocents in Paris. Second avenue 
is exotic, isolated and self-contained. 

There are Chinese, Tartars, Slavs 
and Armenians whose faces are still 
brown with the winds of Araby. Stores 
sell Riga Sporttes, lychee nuts, caviar 
and escargots and the windows dazzle 
with the twentieth century mazda. 
Electric lights glow with cabalistic 
letters. 

There are a dozen races living fifty 
to a floor in tenements. All are de- 
scendants of shepherd kings and Ro- 
man emperors cut alike to the New 
York pattern.

Alexandre Dumas, the rounger, the 
rentenary of whose birth it has 
perhaps fewer admirers in English 
speaking countries than his father. 
Yet he was a dramatist of the new 
school. whose plays, like “La Dame 
uux Camelias,”’ have not lost their 
popularity and _ favor. Departing 
from the spirit that animated play 
acting in his days, he was sincere 
and believed in the lofty function of 
the theater. He even went so far 
as to say that all literature which 
does not aim at “a moral, an ideal or 
a reform is stillborn.” Such words 
make him almost the ethic zealot of 
the stage. Yet his gift lay deeper 
than his theory. He said once: “Yoa 
cannot become a dramatist.

An English observer sees in the 
morbid curiosity of the public at 
great murder trials like the Leopold- 
Loeb case a deep psychological de- 
sire to see a murder, because “every- 
one has committed mental murder so 
often that he or she wants to see It 


If that were true the 
moralists would be right when they 
advocate the barring of details of a 
murder trial, especially the vicious 
sex murders.

The only denger menacing the necessary 
legislation by congress that must follow 
such a recommendation before its  provi- 
sions can be made effective is the natura?

Then, too, there is a strong 
local appeal in the commercial feature that 
will be emphasized by being the nearest 
gateway to a park that will attract a mil- 
lion or more tourists every year. Those 
Viewpoints and consejuent activities during 
the survey are natural and creditable, and 


net individually selfish. 


There is a third viewpoint, however. thet 
because it is essentially 
an? individuality selfish. That is the nat- 
ural desire of a property owner to dispose 
ef his own property to the government ad- 
vantageously to himself, either in ite en- 
tirety or in part, the remainder heine so 
located as to enhance in value by reason 
uf the development. 

If such property is so fortunate ag to hare 
the greatest merit to the public, all well 
and good; the selection of a national park 
should undoubtedly be based on merit, even 
though some selfish private interest might 
thus be served. 

But no commnnity, no section, must allow 
itself to be placed by selfish interests in 
the position of endangering the south’s 
greatest opportunity by failure to cooper- 
ate with all the south in pulling for the 
area that is finally recommended by ‘the 
commission composed of able, well-informed 
won who are looking without individual bias 
for the best nossible location for the na- 
tion’s greatest park. 

The proposed national park will benefit 
every state in the south without exception, 
no matter where in the south the park 
may be lIncated. It is true the southeast- 
ern states must necessarily benefit commer- 
clally to some extent more than the middle 
guilt apd southwestern states; nature, in 
her lavish distribution of natural advan- 
tages, has given to one section the balmy 
breezes where oranges grow, and to another 
the mountain peaks and variety of trees 
and flowers. From a scenic standpoint the 
national P gen must be located in the moun- 
tains and all the bordering states wili be 
gateways. 

Knoxville and other cities close to the 
Great Smoky mountains hope and are confi- 
dent that in these monntains will be found 
all that the park commission is seekinc: in 
whieh ease Knoxville will have ene of the 
rripeipal gateways, of which, hewrever, 
here must he «<everal, ut shoald the 
judament of the commission be that a betier 
aren exiats elsewhere in the south, Knorx- 
ville wil! join with the entire sonth In 
neing every influence at its command to the 
end that the south shall hare the great 
park that is ber just due. 

Tennessee hopes and believes that this 
sentiment will be found to exist In each of 
the other states into which the southern Ap- 
prriacey ¢ extend,

‘HIGH PRESSURE FAMILIES. 


Whenever we doctors come across 
any striking series of cases in a 
family, cases of anything abnormal 
enough to be interesting, we hail the 
discovery with great delight and re- 
port the matter in the medicai jour- 
nals. There are now on record all 
kinds of family pedigrees of that kind, 
from the Jukes and Kallikuks to 


families with heredity hypersuscepti<, 


bility to such foods as strawberries, 
shellfish, tomatoes or eggs. 

Drs. O'Hare and Walker and Miss 
Vickers, of Boston, have found sev- 
eral families with more -than an or- 
dinary number of: the members sub- 


ject to cardiovascular disease, and 
they believe that heredity is a factor 
of hypertensive disease—blood vessel 
disease in which high blood pressure 
is an early feature. They analyzed 
the family histories of 300 unselected 
cases of permanent hypertension 
(high blood pressure) taken from hos- 
pital records and private practice, 
and in over two-thirds of these cases 
they found in thé family history spo- 
plexy, heart disease, nephritis, 
arteriosclerosis or diabetis. In the 
private cases the incidence of vascular 
disease reached the high level of 76 
per cent. In the entire series the 
number of relatives with some form 
of cardiovascular disease averaged 
2.5 per patient. Then they wondered 
whether hypertensive disease is really 
a family predisposition, and to settte 
that question they analyzed the fam- 
ily histories in 436 consecutive cases 
of non-vascular disease, and found a 
recorded incidence of vascular disease 
in 57.6 per cent. 

That would tend to sustain the 
hypothesis that hypertension or higi 
blood pressure and associated condi- 


tions runs in families, but it happen- | 


ed that the average age of the pa- 
tients in the control series was only 
66 years, whereas the average age of 
the patients in the series with vas- 
cular disease was 52 years—an age 
more likely to bring out evidence of 
cardiovascular disease. So. it would 
seem to me that there is little grouni 
for the opinion of Drs. O’Hare and 
Walker that hypertension is an_ in- 
herited condition or that a tendency 
to such disease is inherited. ‘The ata- 
tistics they bring to support the hy- 
pothesis are far from convincing. 
Cardiovascular disease ranks second 
to tuberculosis in frequency in ths 
United States. mortality tables. We 
know, now, that rcuberculosis 
run in families, although it is mare 
than likely that anaylsis of family 
histories, after the fashion here re- 
ferred to, would give some striking 
figures, for tuberculosis is so very 
common that nearly every family 
must be stricken now and then. ‘The 
same thing applies to the question of 
cancer, which we know is not in- 
herited but which is common enongh 
to number victims in every family if 
not in every generation. 

But whether Drs. O'Hare and 
Walker are right of wrong in ascrib- 
ing hypertensive disease to heredity, 
they draw some _ conclusions which 
seem sound and practical enough to 
pass on to the lay reader. 

Nature frequently sounds a warn- 
ing. as early as the second decade in 
life of the possible development of 
hypertensive disease in the fourth or 
fifth decade, and physicians shonld 
watch over the young members of the 
hypertensive families earefully. 
Among the wurning signals mentioned 
by the authors are cold sweaty bluish 
hands, flushing, blushing, nervous 
temperament, nosebldee, migraine, 
and in the case of young women ab- 
normal bleeding.

sary funds. The chief of ordinance 
has been designated as the representa- 
tive of the secretary of war in distrib- 
uting the trophies. 

Among the spoils of war accruing 
to the state of Georgia in recognition 
of the part it played during the world 
war are trophies ranging all the way 
from one 250-mm. on wheels down to 
the smallest calibre pistol cartridze. 
It is probable that the largest piece 
of ordinance received by the state will 
be placed on the state house grounds, 
to stand near the cannons of former 
wars. 

Although there has been an elapse 
of several centuries since fighting men 
wore suits of mail in going into bat- 
tle, several pieces of armor are to be 
included in the allotment to Georgia, 
it is understood.

“Chincoteague stages its annua 
dreds of sightseers come over from 
Franklin City on the mainland to see 
the fun. Although the tough ponies 
boldly race into the salty surf and 
bave been known to swim small 
straits, the islanders are able to herd 
them to one spot. The colts are 
branded and a certain number 
auctioned off. Chincoteague ponies 
sre tamable and by virtue of their 
rugged, outdoor life are far sturdier 
than ordinary ponies. 

Islanders Are Oyster Fishermen. 

When captured in the round-up the 
wild Chincoteague ponies are hairy, 
unkempt. ill-looking beasts, but clip- 
pers and care transform them into 
lithe miniature horses, The origin of 
the breed is lost to history, but legend 
has it that they are descendants of 
horses which swam ashore from a 
shipwreck in the eighteenth century. 

‘Wild ponies are found in many 
| places, notably the high hills of Wales 
and southern Spain, where similar 
round-ups are held. The only place 
where there are wild ponies which 
are not run-out breeds of domesticated 
horses is in mid-Asia. 

“Riches lie at Chineoteague’s front 
door and that is-the island’s principal 
claim to the title of Fortunate Isle.

Vienna, August 19.—It was & 
forged telegram that induced Em- 
peror Franz Josef of Austria-Hun- 
gary to declare war against Serbia in 


July, 1914, according to a statement 
by Colonel Selicer, who at the time 
the war began wes chief of the press 
bureau of the Vienna war office, 
published in the Vienna Tagblatt. 

Colonel Seliger says that a tele- 
phone message to the press bureau 
| reported that Francis Josef at last 
‘had signed :the war declaration. but 
that he had been persuaded in doing 
‘so only after great difficulty. ‘The 
actual signing did not take place. 
asserts the writer, until] Count Berch- 
| told, Austrian foreign minister, 
showed the emperor a telegram which 
stated that Serbians had raided Bos- 
nian territory erd in. the fighting 
there had been some 400 soldiers 
kitled. 

Colonel Seliger quotes the late em. 
peror as saying: “If so much blood 
has already been spilled, then war is 
unavoidable.” 

It wag the very next day, says the 
writer, that Connt Kinsky, the fa- 
mons courtier, informed the press 
bureau chief that the telegram was 
a forgery and that actually there had 
been but four casualties in the fight- 
ing along the Losnian frontier.

No Middle Ground, 


“A man is either wholly responsi- | 


ble in a legai sense, or he is not re- 
sponsible at all,” he said. “If these 
defendants knew that they were doing 
wrong, if they realized that what 
they were doing would subject them 
to justice, then they are to be pun- 
ished according to the law.” 

The assistant state’s attorney told 
Judge Caverly that the court was 
bound to follow the law and consider 
only his three principal subjects in 
fixing punishment for “an atrocious 
murder.” 

“The lesser punishments of fourteen 
years in the penitentiary, or impris- 
onment for life. are for lesser crimes,” 
he argued. “They do not fit this 
case, 

‘The defense is here in an unten- 
able position. They ask you to con- 
sider a degree of responsibility as 
mitigation of punishment, but the law 
recognizes ng such degree of men- 
tality and says that if a man can 
distinguish between right and wrong, 
he is sare. Furthermore, insanity 
can be offered only as a defense, and 
not in mitigation of degrees of guilt. 

Admit Responsibility. 

“When there is no responsibility, 
when the defendant can not distin- 
guish between right and wrong, there 
can he no punishment. 

“Rut in this case, the defendants 


their pleas of guilt.” 
Mr. Marshall said that since re- 


sponsibility had been thus admitted 
by the defense, al} testimony as to 
childish fantasies and delusions — of- 
fered by the defense should be dis- 
regarded. He declared the other side 
had confused responsibility with miti- 
gation, and that nothing had been of- 
fered in extenuation of the facts. 

“The turpitude of the crime re 
mains,” he said. 

’ He maintained that no precedent 
eould be found in Illinois for linking 
responsibility with moral turpitude 
and defined the latter term as cover- 
ing vileness, depravity, absence of 
deceny and honesty and “everything 
that is against gocd morals.” 

No Mitigation on Facts. 

“Bear this in mind,” be admon- 
ished the court, “that a helpless lit- 
tle boy was lured into an automobile 
by these men and done to death with 
a chisel, purchased and prepared for 
that purpose. And for what? Their 
own demand was for $10,000, in old 
bills, to be thrown from a train at a 
designated place. ‘There is no mitl- 
gation offered for these facts.” 

The attorney reenforced his point 
with frequent citations from decis- 
jong of the stipreme courts of Illinois, 
Oregon, ‘Texas, Pennsyivania and 
New Jersey. Ile dwelt especially up- 
on the- Illinois cases, explaining to 
Judge Caverly that he mentioned the 
others to show that this state was 
not unique in hoiding that ability to 
distinguish between right and wrong 
was the sole iegal standard of in- 
sanity.

Spotsylvania Courthouse, Va., 
August 19.—Sensationai charges and 
Judge E. B. Dabney’s decision grant- 
ing a defense motion to quash the 
present venire today marked the open- 
ing of the trial of Charles B. Kendall, 
24-year-old farmer, charged with the 
murder of Dr. Robert L. Powell, near 
Granite Springs, May 17. 

Efforts of the defense to obtain a 
change of venue were overruled by 
the judge as premature. He took the 
same action on a companion motion 
for a change of venire. Later, at a 
conference of attorney. and the jurist, 
it was decided to select the jury 
from Charlottesville citizens and to 
reconvene court Thursday morning. 

Kendall entered a “not guilty” plea 
immediately after court convened and 
his attorneys then began their fight 
for a change of venue, charging that 
S. P. Powell, commonwealth attor- 
ney and brother of the dead man, had 
used the columns of a newspaper to 
provoke prejudice against the de- 
fendant. They told the court that 
thirteen of the alleged articles had 
appeared in print and, as a_ result, 
Kendall could not receive a fair trial 
in Spotsylvania. Six affidavits to 
support this motion were offered.

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Text of Charles G. Dawes’ Speech in Acceptance 
Of Republican Vice Presidential Nomination 


Mr. Chairman, 
Committee, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I accept the nomination of the re- 
publican party for the office of vice 
president, of which you now formally 
notify me. 


_The formal notification of the can- 
didates of the political parties has es- 
tablished the custom of discussion by 
them of the issues of the campaign. 

This campaign is a campaign of 
domestic issues, and in the campai,n 
I shall try to discuss them fully, 
but I cannot cover them all in one 
speech and say what I want to say. 
Political issues in the United States 
have become too serious to tritle 
with, and its citizens realize it. The 
discussion of facts and truth is de- 
manded, and that takes time. This 
is a campaign of brass tacks—not 
bombast. 

Reduction No Accident. 


This administration has reduc 
‘the cost of governmental operaticn., 
and it was not an accident. It did 
this by firmly assuming executive 
control of the business organization 
of government and by hard work—- 
not by oratory. As a result, under 
our new tax law, approximately six 
million dollars per day less, for na- 
tional purposes, will be collected in 
1925 from the taxpayers, than for

Court Invalidates 
McVickars’ Divorce, 
Charging Collusion 


Nyack, N, ¥., August 19.—James 
McVickar, wealthy oil man, and his 
wife, who was the widow of William 
Dittson, Philadelphia, saw manufac 
turer, remain married today by de- 
cree of Supreme Court Justice.Tomp- 
kins, who wrote the concluding chap- 
ter of their involved divorce pre 
ceedings.
